was described as a substantial 
cut in the budget originally pro- 
posed by the space agency. 


The exact amount originally re- 
quested by the space agency and 
the cut imposed by the Bureau 
of the Budget would not be dis- 
closed by agency officials. Quali- 
fied administration sources said, 
however, that the space agency 
had wound up with a budget pro- 
viding for slightly more than $800 
million. 

In the current fiscal year, the 
space agency received $500 mil- 
lion in appropriations, which was 
$30 million less than requested 
by the administration. 


The pared-down budget ap- 
proved by the administration 
seems almost certain to touch off 
a congressional attack on the 
administration's handling of the 
space program and an effort to 
inerease the appropriations for 
the space agency.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Caryl 
Chessman, the convict - author 
who has been in California's 


“Death Row” since 1948, lost 
what appeared to be the last 
round Monday in hts 11-year-old

In a brief order, the Supreme 
Court denied Chessman a hearing 
on his latest plea that his trial 
record was faulty. The one-time 
“red-light bandit” of Los Angeles 
also contended he was being sub- 


jected to “cruel and inhuman 
punishment” forbidden by the 
Constitution. 


The court’s action left Califor- 
nia free to set a new date for 
Chessman’s execution. Seven pre- 
vious appointments with death 
were set aside by his legal 
maneuvering from his San Quen- 
tin prison cell. 


NO RECOURSE 


Chessman has no further legal 
recourse, unless his attorneys 
find new grounds for an appeal 
or he makes a new plea for clem- 
ency to Gov. Edmund G. Brown. 
Brown already has turned down 
one Chessman bid for leniency. 


In other major actions, the Su- 
preme Court struck down a Los 
Angeles city ordinance on ob- 
scene books and affirmed a lower 
court ruling invalidating two Ar- 
kansas state laws Gov. Orval 
Faubus used to close Little 
Rock’s public high schools in 1958. 


The court then recessed for the 
holidays. It scheduled its next de- 
cision Monday for Jan. 11. 


Monday, by a vote of 5-to-4, the 
Supreme Court upheld the Ohio 
court’s decision.

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Judge Hooper Makes Point Quite Clear: 
Only Legislature Can Save the Schools 


In a hearing on the proposed Atlanta 
pupil placement plan yesterday, Judge 
Frank A. Hooper spoke with great clarity 
and judicial statesmanship. When accept- 
ed, the plan will be submitted to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, probably in January. 

Fundamentally what he said was this: 

“The decision of closing the schools is 
on the people of Georgia and not on this 
court ... Under precedents set in Virginia 
the closing of one school would mean the 
closing of all schools in the state.” 

But a judge is more than a vehicle for 
legal decisions. He also is a man. 

Not that it is necessary for judicial in- 
tegrity and ability, but Judge Hooper for 
a long time has been a dedicated layman 
in his church. He has in his private and 
public life proved his Christian convic- 
tions. One of his children is a Baptist mis- 
sionary. He is a native of this state and 
loves it. 

This is the man who is also the judge 
before whom the Atlanta—and Georgia— 
school case now rests. 

The Monday hearing saw lawyers for 
the Negro plaintiffs attack the Atlanta 
school plan. It may be found that it has 
flaws as others have had. A Virginia plan 
recently had to be sent back for revision 
to eliminate possible discrimination. But 
a constitutional placement plan can be 


worked out. 
*. e 


Judge Hooper stood firmly against any 
speedy action. He is, he said, as much in- 
terested in the Supreme Court’s direction 
for “deliberation” as in “speed.” 

He has acted, he said, to let the people 
of Georgia decide through their repre- 
sentatives in the Legislature what they 
want to do about schools. 

The court will not order them closed. 
Only the state can do that. 

And as the courts said in the Virginia 
precedents, schools closed in one area will 
mean closing all in the state. 

But it is for the people to decide 
through their representatives. 

The fanatics already are busy, saying 
the Legislature will not give an inch. 
Perhaps it will not. That indeed seems 
to be the present mood. But it could, as 
the court suggests, grant local autonomy 
and postpone abolition of public educa- 
tion.

To Use Extra Caution 


The need for legal means of protect- 
ing citizens from fraudulent solicitations 
has been emphasized by the Atlanta Fund 
Appeals Board and remedial action on the 
part of city officials can be expected 
in the near future. 

Atlanta has been vulnerable to phony 
drives since the city ordinance requir- 
ing a permit for solicitation of funds for 
charitable, eleemosynary or fraternal pur- 
poses was declared unconstitutional. 

While awaiting the city’s forthcom- 
ing move to establish means of making 
decisions of the Appeals board stick, the 
public would do well to do its own screen- 
ing of canvassers. 

In a similar vein, attention should be 
paid to Postmaster General Summerfield’s 
warning against unscrupulous mail order 
operators who “trade on the good faith of 
Americans” during the Christmas season. 

The sharpies are at their busiest dur- 
ing this time of the year.

Steel Sets a Record 
But Strike Threat Stays 


It’s good news for the American econ- 
omy that the nation’s steel mills last week 
turned out 2,689,000 ingot tons for a rec- 
ord weekly production. The industry has 
climbed to 95 per cent of operating ca- 
pacity. Mills are shipping finished steel 
at 90 per cent of capacity. 

This means that at year-end the coun- 
try’s business is headed for new peaks. 
Steel is a basic ingredient of the economy 
and to a very large extent measures its 
activity. 

But how long the picture will remain 
like this also is up to the steel industry 
and the steelworkers. No real progress, 
say the reports, has been made in reach- 
ing a solution to the dispute between 
union and management. The prospect for 
a resumption of the strike in late January 
is very real. 

Public concern over the steel industry 
and the fact that the dispute progressively 
can paralyze the whole economy have 
brought out expressions of opinion which 
are certain to be reflected in the forth-

Water Safety Measures 


Are Inadequate in State 


For some time tragedies on water have 
been running second to highway crashes 
as the principal cause of accidental deaths 
in Georgia. 

This past weekend more persons were 
killed in boating mishaps than in auto- 
mobile wrecks. 

Boating, water skiing, fishing and oth- 
er water sports are more popular in Geor- 
gia than ever before. But safety precau- 
tions have lagged miserably. 

At the next session of the General 
Assembly there undoubtedly will be legis- 
lation regarding the registration of boats 
propelled by motors of medium or high 
horsepower. 

But there also should be an enforce- 
able law against overcrowding of boats. 
It especially should cover small fishing 
boats or skiffs. Whenever a game warden 
spots a craft that is overloaded he should 
direct it to the bank and direct the re- 
moval of surplus passengers. 

Each boat should be equipped 
with a sufficient number of life preserv- 
ers. Even the poorest owner of a skiff 
could round up an inner tube or some 
other kind of inexpensive equipment for 
use in case of emergency. 

More emphasis shouldbe placed on 
learning how to operate various types of 
boats. There’are certain rules to observe 
when passing or meeting another craft but 
all too few are familiar with them.

Synagogue Critics Asked To Contemplate 
‘Peace on Earth, Good Will Toward Mew’ 


Atlanta—With the holiday sea- 
son upon us I think it might be 
appropriate to examine a phrase 
which traditionaily has been as- 
sociated with the festivities— 
“Peace on earth, good will to 
ward men.” 

The _ all-too-automatic use of 
this familiar expression has, un- 
fortunately, changed it from one 
of deep significance to an almost- 
trite expression. I would like to 
illustrate a case in point. 

On Dec. 8 the DeKalb County 
commissioners heard an appeal 
from a planning commission de- 
cision that the Congregation Beth 
Jacob, a Jewish congregation, 
could build a synagogue on La 
Vista road. The appeal opposing 
the synagogue was made by res- 
idents in the vicinity of the prop- 
erty in question. The legal docu- 
ment upon which the appeal was 
based termed the proposed build- 
ing to be a “monstrosity’—that 
it was “hideous’’—that features 
of the plans made one “‘sick to 
his stomach.”” Pretty harsh lan- 
guage to be used in a legal doc- 
ument relating to the appropri- 
ateness of the establishment of 
a house of worship. 

The ostensible grounds for the 
appeal were that the building did 
not esthetically mesh with the 
surrounding architectural theme. 
I would like to point out that in 
petitions filed with the commis- 
sion over 700 people—Jew and 
Christian alike — favored the 
building, whereas 119 people op- 
posed it. Obviously there is not 
a clear-cut agreement by the 
neighboring homeowners that the 
building is ‘“‘hideous.”’ It should 
be noted in this context that the 
architect who designed the build- 
ing, Jim Barker, has in the past 
designed 40 or more Christian 
churches in and around this 
area. These churches were not 
termed hideous or monstrous. Is 
it possible that Barker’s talents 
should suddenly collapse when a 
Jewish synagogue is being con- 
templated? 

The real underlying issue here 
seems too clear to be further out- 
lined. The fact that such preju- 
diced sentiment still prevails in 
our community, (to use a phrase 
borrowed from the opponents to 
the synagogue), makes me sick to 
my stomach. 

Let us take just a moment 
now to really think about “Peace 


on earth, good will toward men.”

‘Low Crop Returns Prove 
Inflation Not Farm-Related’ 


The cost of living has millions of Americans puzzled. There was 
a time that the living index pretty well followed the trend in farm 
prices. Today that isn’t true and the farmer can in no sense be 
blamed for the cost of living. Proof of this assertion is found in the 
government's latest figures on farm prices. ‘ 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture reports that in the month 
ending Nov. 15 prices received by 
farmers for crops and livestock 
fell 2 per cent. During the same 
month the cost of production and 
living supplies purchased’ by 
farmers rose one-third of 1 per 
cent. 

The whole situation can be 
summed up in a single sentence. 
Farmers’ returns in November 
hit a 19-year low, yet the cost of 
living in this country has edged 
steadily upward, setting new rec- 
ords each month for a long time. 

When the farmer receives 79 
per cent of parity on his erops 
and livestock, there can be no’ 
doubt that agriculture is having 
no effect in keeping the living in- 
dex at a record peak. Parity is 
that figure which represents the 
price needed to put the value of 
commodities farmers sell on a 
par with the cost of things they 
must buy. 
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The farmer has been accused 
a number of times by the coun- 
try’s nonagricultural areas of be- 
ing the one who has been boosting 
the cost of living into the infla- 
tionary heights. The current gov- 
ernment figures should prove con- 
clusively that the blame for living 
costs cannot be laid at the door 
of the man who tills the soil. He 
has been, in actuality, taking a 
licking during this inflationary 
period. 

The folks who want to fix the 
blame for high living costs on the 
farmer have been barking up the 
wrong tree. They had better look 
for a new scent.

Kefauver’s Favor 


WASHINGTON—There is one name you don’t 
want to banish from your mind when you sit 
down and really try to figure out whom the ma- 


jority of the delegates to the Democratic convention are going to vote 
for on the last ballot. I am most certainly referring to that tall 


Tennessean. 

He has shaken more hands than 
Grover Whalen, addressed more 
party rallies than William Jen- 
nings Bryan and knows intimate- 
ly more living and voting Demo- 
crats than the three latest chair- 
men of the Democratic National 
Committee put together. 

Don’t get me wrong. Sen. Estes 
Kefauver is not likely to be nom- 
inated for the presidency in 1960. 
He is not asking to’ be nominated. 
He is not expecting to be nom- 
inated. But I suggest that he is 
going to have more than a little 
to say about who is going to be 
nominated. 

Come next July at Los Angeles, 
Sen. Kefauver, who won all the 
primaries in 1952 when Stevenson 
wasn’t trying and nearly unhorsed 
him in 1956 when Stevenson was 
trying to be nominated, is not go- 
ing to be on the outside looking 
in. This time he is going to be on 
the inside looking in because 
every Democratic candidate is al- 
ready courting Estes as if he had 
always loved him — which they 
haven't. 

Despite the ewidence that he is 
clearly out of the running he con- 
tinues to get 10 to 12 per cent 
of the support of the Democrats 
for the 1960 nomination. 

Estes was never the favorite 
of the Democratic professionals. 
He was the man who won the 


primaries against the wishes of 
many of the old-line pros. He had 
the novices and the amateurs and 
today quite a number of those 
amateurs, who got into politics 
just to fight for Kefauver, have 


remained to become important 
figures in their local and state 


party organizations. They are still 
for Estes. 

It sounds entirely plausible to 
me that a check of probable dele- 
gate slates shows that Estes will 
know well, on a first-name basis. 
at least half of the 4,500 dele- 
gates and alternates to the Los 
Angeles convention. 

And whom is the senator likely 
to support? He is prudently not 
Saying. It’s too soon. ft would di- 
lute his later influence: He prom- 
ises that his decision will not car- 
ry any vindictiveness, though he 
suffered some painful indignities 
at the 1952 convention and I have 
heard it said that Sen. Syming- 
ton is the only contender who 
never visibly did him wrong.

Mean Lost Markets, Fewer- Jobs, 
and Higher Costs to YOU

Like every successful enterprise, the steel 
industry is constantly striving to improve its 
efficiency and hold down the cost of its product 
to you. 

Since the end of World War II, it has spent 
more than $12 billion on new plants and equip- 
ment, and hundreds of millions more on steel- 
making research. 

It has sought to provide its steelworkers with 
the world’s finest tools of production and the 
world’s most modern methods and techniques. 

Yet the Fact-Finding Report of Secretary 
of Labor Mitchell shows that, today, output per 
man-hour has increased much less in steel than 
it has in the total national economy. 

Why is this true? 


Fault Lies in Restrictive Contract Provisions

mer steel contracts has prevented the elimina- 
tion of many outmoded local work practices in 
the industry.

Thus, no one was thrown out of work, 
no one was overworked, everyone bene- 
fited and two unnecessary jobs were 
eliminated. But the Union objected, a 
grievance was filed and the arbitrator 
held that this change was in violation of 
the contract. The seven-man crew had 
to be restored simply because the use of 
seven men on this furnace had become 
an established local working condition. 


W aste and Inefficiency Cost Markets and Jobs 


As the result of many such instances, the 
steel industry is finding it more and more diffi- 
cult to meet the growing competition from steels 
made abroad and from substitutes for steel made 
at home. 


that this trend—heightened by the effect of the 
steel strike—has given foreign steel makers a 
market this year for 6,600,000 tons of finished 
steel products that were formerly made in 
America. 

To produce this quantity of finished steel 
would provide full-time jobs for nearly 52,000 
people in the American steel industry. 


Changes Would Help—Not Hurt—W orkers 


Union officials have fought the Companies’ 
proposals for changes in_the new labor agree- 
ments on the ground that elimination of waste 
might wipe out some jobs. 

The truth is that if the industry is hampered 
in meeting competition, far more jobs could be 
lost through declining sales and shrinking mar- 
kets, than could possibly be lost through any 


changes in working conditions. 


Efficiency Means Job Security 


To sum it all up: 

The greatest job security is a busy industry. 

Today the American steel industry is facing 
the most intensive competitive challenge in its 
history. 

It can meet this challenge only with the help 
of the steelworkers. 

Only by eliminating waste and by increasing 
efficiency can it maintain and expand its markets 
to the greatest possible degree, and thereby pro- 
tect the jobs of its workers, the investment of its 
owners, and the industrial strength of America 
itself, 


No job is ever really saved by 
perpetuating waste and inefficiency. 


The Steel Companies have proposed 
the following steps to solve their dis- 
agreement with the Union over changes 
in the restrictive language in the old labor 
agreements: 


1—The question would be submitted 
for study and recommendation to a joint 
committee of two outstanding men—one 
named by the Union, the other by the Com- 
panies. This part of the proposal was sug- 
gested by the Union and accepted by the 
Companies. 


2—If no solution results by next June 
30, the question would then be submitted 
to binding arbitration by a board of three 
—one named by the Union, one named by 
the Companies, and the third chosen by 
these two nominees. This board would 
render a decision within 90 days. 


3—The question submitted for study, 
and arbitration if necessary, would be as 
follows: | 
“What, if any, changes should be made 
in the local working conditions provi- 
sions of the basic labor agreements to 
enable the Companies to take reason- 
able steps to improve efficiency and 
eliminate waste, with due regard for 
the welfare of the employees involved, 
including: the avoidance of undue 
work burdens; and, to the extent prac-

employees affected by such steps?” 


4—Pending a final solution of the issue 
in one of these two ways, the Companies 
would agree that the present local work- 
ing conditions previsions be retained in 
the new contracts, if the Union, in turn, 
would agree that its officers and members 
will cooperate with management to im- 
prove efficiency and eliminate waste. 

Thus the Steel Companies are propos- 
ing a deliberate, orderly, step-by-step 
method of solving this problem. Clearly 
they are not trying to wipe out—“at the 
bang of a gavel” all of the evils that have 
grown up through the years under the 
former contracts. 

On the contrary, they are seeking 
Union cooperation in solving the serious 
problems that now exist and that must be 
faced squarely. 

With such cooperation, they believe 
that the Union and the Companies to- 
gether can provide the steelworker with a 
greater degree of job security than he has 
ever known before. 

But without this cooperation—and so 
long as the Union officials refuse to con- 
sider the change of a single word, or even 
a comma, in the provisions of the former 
contracts—the inevitable result must be 
the loss of steel markets, the loss of steel

kind. 


‘he specific curriculum for 
each course, she said, must ae- 
pend on where the wives taking 
it happen to be headed.

Two types of duck shooting are popular in the 
Wonder State, by which this particular political 
subdivision is known, One is on open lakes, such 
as Peckerwood. The other is in the woods, and is 
commonly called “‘timber’’ or ‘green timber’’ 
shooting. Trees will die with their feet continuous- 
ly in the water. 


During that season of the year when the “‘sap 
is up,”’ and the forest goes through its period of 
growth and seed production, the swamps are 
normally dry. The rains usually come in late 
fall or winter, after the crops of aeorns and other 
seeds are made. Many of the bayou and river 
bottoms are flooded when the streams overflow. 


Water is pumped into some swamps which are 
surrounded by dikes. The mallards and other 
ducks flock to the drowned forests to feed on the 
acorns, and where they are generally safe from 
predators. 


Peckerwood Lake, which represents the open 
type of gunning, was created as a tremendous 


reservoir to supply water to nearby rice farm- 
ers, during the summer months. In season, it is 
a shooting preserve, full of dead stubs. The birds 
fan out from it to feed in the rice fields during 
the night, and at dawn fly in to the safety of the 
lake. 


A few hundred acres are set aside for duck 
blinds, and many thousands of acres used as a

A jet-propelled boat, with a V-8 interceptor engine with 135 
horsepower, will be exhibited at the National Motor Boat Show 
in New York’s Coliseum Jan. 13-24.

rest area, into which the ducks concentrate by the 
tens of thousands. Stools of decoys are put out in 
front of the blinds, and some of the finest callers 
in the state try to lure the flocks down out of the 
sky lanes to the decoys. 


Between the blinds, barrels are sunk into the 
lake and staked down, with just enough freeboard 
so that waves won't slop over the sides. So after 
my bright remark about green timber, that is 
where Dale put me—in one of those barrels. 


Ed Dodd drew what I had decided was a sim- 
ilar sentence—in another barrel, a hundred yards 
away. The boat hauled us out and left us in that 
pair of metal tubs, to crouch there throughout 
the shooting hours of the morning, peeping over 
our steel rims, watching the sky for ducks. 


Did you ever spend six hours in a floating bar- 
rel, crouched to keep your head out of sight, 
twisting your neck until you were sure you could 
have done a better job as an owl? Well—I'll have 
to admit that it was one of the most exciting six 
hours I’ve experienced in a long time. Shooting 
was not supposed to begin until sunup, which was 
pegged at 7:03 a.m. While we waited for the open- 
ing gun to start the day, mallards swarmed all 
over us. Some were so close that I was sure I 
could reach up and jab them in the tail feathers 
with my gun barrel. 


Then the signal came in a booming blast from 
somewhere, and we knew it was legal shooting 
time. I popped out of the steel cage like a jack- 
in-the-barrel, slipped on an old shell box in the 
bottom, half lost my balance and every duck 
flared out of range. But from that moment on, 
there was excitement almost every minute as the 
flocks, sometimes with as many as a hundred 
birds, winged in from the rice fields, toward the 
rest area half a mile behind us.

This shoot at Peckerwood with Dale Wiley was 
a great treat, but he didn’t let me forget that re- 
mark about green timber shooting. The last thing 
he said before we drove away was, ‘‘When you 
get tired of stumbling around under the trees, 
come back to see me.”
